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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
reference has failed to disclose or suggest a stent having cells, wherein each cell essentially 
consisting of five loops opening toward the inside of the cell as recited in the independent claims 
95, 125, 184 and 195. 

Claims 95-97, 99-103, 125-134, 136-149, 184-188 and 195 (38 claims) are allowed.
